It  was  a  rough  season  for  Coach  Roy  Cutright  and  the 
Bears.  The  team  finished  5-28  this  season  and  went  3-9  in  the 
KIAC.  The  squad  was  led  all  season  by  senior  Heath  Terando.  He 
finished  this  season  averaging  16.7  points  and  8.9  rebounds  a 
game.  He  set  a  single-season  mark  for  "recoveries,"  defined  as 
steals  and  blocked  shots,  in  a  season  with  145.  The  old  mark  was 
141  and  had  stood  for  20  seasons.  He  also  joined  the  1,000-point 
club  in  only  his  second  year  at  Pikeville.  He  was  an  All-KIAC  and 
All-Mid  South  Region  performer.  The  highlight  of  the  season  came 
in  the  final  regular-season  game,  when  the  Bears  defeated 
Spalding  University  82-80.  The  Bears  trailed  by  a  point  with  five 
seconds  remaining  when  James  Hurley  dribbled  the  length  of  the 
court  and  hit  a  40-foot  three-pointer  as  the  buzzer  sounded  for  the 
win.

The  Lady  Bears  were  12-18  this  season  and  8-6  in  the  KIAC. 
Coach  Randy  Roberts'  squad  finished  up  strong,  however,  winning 
six  of  its  last  10  contests.  The  Lady  Bears  had  four  players  average 
double  figures  in  the  scoring  column.  Senior  Melody  Sturgill  led  the 
way,  averaging  14  points  per  game.  Rosemary  Gilliam  averaged  13.1 
points,  while  Misty  Haynes  tossed  in  11 .3  and  Claudette  Gillispie 
averaged  10.0.  Both  Sturgill  and  Gilliam  were  All-KIAC  picks.  It  was 
Sturgill's  third  time  being  so  honored.  Sturgill  wrapped  up  a  brilliant 
career,  scoring  more  than  1 ,500  points.  Gilliam  had  a  remarkable 
sophomore  season.  Her  10.7  rebounds  and  58.8  percent  shooting 
both  landed  her  among  the  nation's  10  best.  The  team  had  solid 
sucess  in  overtime  games,  winning  three  of  four.  Gilliam  turned  in  an 
amazing  perfonnance  against  Indiana-Southeast  on  Jan.  1 1 .  Despite 
the  team's  overtime  loss,  she  had  12  points  and  25  rebounds  on  the 
night.
